more newspapers, magazine* 
and other periodicals than all the private 
publishers of any single state put together, 
according to a recer.i compilation

ployee* now edit four dailies eight week­ 
lies, eight bi-weeklies, HO monthlies fifteen 
Quarterlies and numerous 
her periodical* 
either issued irregularly throughout the

The government periodicals range in 
six? from that of a typical weekly news­ 
paper to larger outed, elicit paper maga­ 
zine, and, so far, no attempt has been made 
to reduce Uncle Sam f periodicals in bize, 
a.*bough private publishers have suffered 
what, amounts to a fifteen per cent cut in 
paper since last year.
